Governor and Governed- 

It is a mutter for regret thattlio cur- 
tain has not been allowed to drop on 
what we earnestly hope will prove to 
be the last scene in the official life- 
drama of Mr. Truteli without eliciting 
unfavorable comment upon his caroor 
from the Press. And it is still moiO 
to be regretted that whilst the 
Lieutonaut-G overnor's official acts 
were under discussion the occa- 
sion has boon seized to mate an 
unfair aud (what we bolievo to be) an 
untruthful allusion to the Ministry 
who have the honor to control the des- 
tinies of this Province. These re- 
marks are prompted by the appoar- 
ance of rui oA'tielo in our contemporary 
of yesterday morning in which the 
charge is brought against the Lieut.- 
Governor of having written a certain 
Minute of Council on the railway dif- 
ficulty and influenced the Ministry to 
lay it before tho House, to the end 
that he might himself bo appointed 
delegato to England to "emerge from 
the ruin of tho Province Sin Joseph 
William Trutch." Tho foundation of 
the chargo, our contemporary says, is 
rumor — rumor, "a pipe," as Shakes- 
peare calls it,"blown by surmisos, jeal- 
ousies, conjectures." Wo thick the 
public have too much confidence in 
the Ministry to attach credit to any- 
thing "rumor" may assort respecting 
them or their policy— especially when 
rumor attempts to convey tho idea 
that Ministers who are responsible 
only to tho people are but hits of clay 
in tho potter hands of an irresponsible 
Governor. 'Iho idea is too preposter- 
ous and the public will doubtless dis- 
miss it from their minds as unworthy 
of credence, Ah any rate, it comes 
with exceedingly had grace from a 
journal that sustained the late Minis- 
try in paying large sums for the "enter- 
tainmenffurnished on war- vessels that 
conveyed His Honor on trips of plea- 
sure over routes regularly traversed 
by passenger steamers — which being 
considered staunch enough to carry 
the mails were certainly sufficiently 
good to carry a Lieut. Governor — and 
defrayed even tho expense of convey- 
ing hi& baggage to and from tho wur- 
Bteamers! Our contemporary may try to 
evade this responsibility; but the offi- 
cial accounts containing these items 
were printed by the late Ministry and 
are before us as we write. Mr. Trutch 
may have "longings sublime and as- 
pirations high." He may imagine that 
his public services entitle him to a 
baronetcy or other honorable distinc- 
tion at the hands of Her Majesty. But 
were he to mix a little with the people 
and hear them estimate his "services" 
he would retire to tho '■Heraiituge," (the 
popular title of Government House) with 
a different opinion of himself and his 
importance to tho Province than he 
nosv entertains. One of the latest con- 
verts to tho principle of Confedera- 
tion, Mr. Trutch was the very 
first man to secure honor and 
profit from a political act he had al- 
ways opposed. Under the Crown Colony 
system lid was highly remunerated for his 
Bervices. It is true lie built the Alexan- 
dra Suspension Bridge; but that was a 
private speculation from which he 
derived largo gains. Mr. Trutch's 
pubiic services before Confederation were, 
wo believe, requited with an excolleut 
salary and a potion after Confederation. 
Aud yet who will s.iy tnat the services of 
any ollicial iu those days were ns greai: or 
as beneficial to tho country at large as 
thoso of poor "Dutoh Bill" whoso enter- 
prise discovered gold diggings on Wil- 
liam Creek that have supported the coun- 
try for tiftenu years ? Whoevor heard of 
a real benefactor of his race (in this coun- 
try, at least,) being rewarded with a pen- 
sion or a titlo ? Yet what do tho services 
of any of tho Crown Colony officials 
amount to wheu weighed in tho balance 
with "Dutoh Bill's?" Our contemporary 
tries to shoulder tho responsibility of Mr. 
Trutch's spooch at Ottawa on tho torum 
iu 1871 upon tlio Elliott Government. How- 
ridiculous! "Wo have always regardod 
His Honor's speech on that occasion as 
tho very- height of impolicy. The sonti- 
ments ho then expressed wero unauthor- 
ized. They wore not tho sentiments of 
this country. Ho was sent thither to have 
ratilied a solemn treaty for tho construc- 
tion of a railway from ocean to ocean in 
ten years — not (as ho did) to tell the Can- 
adian peoplo that tho construction British 
Columbia placed on the treaty was differ- 
ent from tho words it bore on its face! Wo 
remember denouncing thoso utterances at 
tho time as impolitic and unauthorized. 
Was that speech the ladder by which Mr. 
Trutch climbed to his present high posi- 
tion ? It is quote'd to this day at Ottawa 
as a correct definition of the original rail- 
way compact and as a reason why the 
treaty should be sot aside. When Mr. 
Trutch itno back as Lieut. -Govornor ho 
was received with kindness and considera- 
tion. All classes flockod to congratulate 
him; and it was hoped that in tho hoarti- 
nora'of tho reception would bo buried all 
tho political prejudices, jealousies and ani- 
mosities that tho Crown Colony system 
had engendered. But has that hope 
boon realized V Has thoro been that oor- 
dial feoling between Govornor and People 
the latter bad a right to look for? 
■What great, noblo and patriotic cause has 
expTionced the quickening influence of 
Has gubornutoiiul smile ? What publio 
institution numbers our Govornoramcngst 
its h«t of patrons ? Where have boon the 
balls tho parli'.'S.and tho "At Homos" that 
contributed so largely to public enjoymout 
and happiness in the past? 'true, tho sal- 
u ,y of tho Lieut.-Govornor is not so large / 



as tho salaries of his predecessors ; but it 
is tho same as thoso of tho Lieut -Gov- 
ernors in othor Provinces who doentortain 
the governed in a genuine spirit of 
hospitality. Thero are duties pertaining 
to - the position of govornor that 
cannot be avoided with honor. No gen- 
tleman should accept tho office in oxpeo 
tation of maintaining the expenditure 
within the bounds of tho income, or for 
tho mere sako of tho honor or importance 
it "may confer personally. A governor 
should drop on tho threshold of Govern- 
ment House every selfish consideration 
andTetain only a desire to do his whole 
duty regardless of past likes or dislikes. 
This policy Mr. Trutch has failed to pursue. 
Therefore his career as governor bus been 
a failure, and ho will retire from it uuro- 
grotted. The result biu been procisely 
what wo predicted it would bo by tho ap- 
pointment of a homo-grown governor 
from a community so small as this.

A correspondent writing from. London 
on tho 25th March, says:— 

There are plenty of stories flying about 
town concerning tho "social influences" 
which were brought to bear upon certain 
Liberal members of Parliament to induce 
them to disregard the appeals of Mr. 
Gladstone and and "County Guy" (the 
Marquis of Hartington) and voto for tho 
Royal Titles Bill. The name of tho Queen 
was vory freely used ; ambitious mammas 
who had come up to town with their 
daughters were told that "tho wishes of 
the sovereign" should bo respected; that 
Her Majesty was vory carefully watching 
the proceedings in Parliament, aud that 
no favors at Court would bo extonded to 
the fumilies of moaibers whovotod against 
the bill. Thus tho majority for tho bill 
was swollen to 105. Only 200 of the Lib- 
erals and Radicals could be drummed up 
to vote against it, and even some of the 
Homo Ruler3 went with the majority. The 
rumor goes, howovc-r, that tho lulLei e.v- 
pect a quid for their quo, and that a pro- 
mise has been given that when tho Queen 
issues her proclamation assuming tho 
titlo of Empress she will take the occa- 
sion for pardoning all the remaining Fen- 
ian prisoners. That indoed would bo a 
stroke of policy! Too good to be realized. 
Vanity Fair the other day had for its car- 
toon a comical portrait of Lord Lytton, 
tho new Viceroy of India, with the title of 
"The Vice Empress." This is an expres- 
sion of the not altogether good-humored 
chaff with whieh the new title of tho 
Queen is received in the upper circles of 
Liberalism. But, popularly, tho cbango 
is rather liked than otherwise, especially 
among the trades people. They liavo tho 
idea that an imperial court will put on 
moro style and spond more money than a 
meroly royal one, and they understand 
very well that all tho fine promises made 
concerning the limitation of tho new title 
to India will amount to nothing. In six 
months from now everyone will speak of 
the Queen as the Empress, and tho court 
tradesman will have thoir signs altered so 
as to read: "By special appointment Loli- 
pop-maker to her Imperial and Royal 
Highness the Queen," and so on.

Judge Doan has declined tho Depu- 
ty Ministry of Justice, owing to a de- 
fect of sight. It may thoroforo bo 
regarded as certain that Mr. Lash, of 
Toronto, will bo appointed. 

His medical attendants express little 
hope of Hon. Malcolm Cameron's recov- 
ery. He appears to bo gradually sink- 
ing, 

Mr. Benjamin Gordon, Surveyor of 
Customs at Ottawa, died last night at tho 
age of 88, 

Dr. Tupper leaves for St. Andrew's, N. 
B., on Monday. Ho will be absent for 
some weeks. 

Intelligence was received from Halifax 
to-day announcing tho continued illness 
of Mr. Justice Henry, of tho Supremo 
Court. His friends fear that ho will find 
it necessary to resign. 

Mr. Justice Taschereau, who is absent 
in Quebec, will return for the Juno sit- 
ting of the Supreme Court, but it is un- 
derstood that immediately after he will 
resign.

During the last few days the workmen 
employed in clearing out tho rubbish 
which has long blocked up tho crypt of 
St. Etheldreda's Chapel have come upon 
a quantity of human skoletonB, 18 in 
number, all of them but one lying with 
their foot to tho oast. Several of them 
were nearly perfect when discovered, but 
all crumbled into dust on being exposed 
to tho outer air. With ono or two of 
them woro discovered parts of Binnll cru- 
cifixes and rosaries, showing that they 
were Catholics. Tho skeleton which was 
buriod with its feet in tho opposite direc- 
tion was doubtless that of a priost, as in 
tho media-vat times that was tho practice 
with regard to tho clergy. In all proba- 
bility theso skeletons were those of the 
unfortunate persons who woro accident- 
ally killod at "tho Fatal Vespers" at Hud- 
son House, in Blackfriart*, in 1G23, when, 
during a sermon preached by a Jesuit 
priest, >ns "Master Drury," the beams 
which, supported the floor gavo way. and 
precipitated tho congregation into tho 
room below, occupied by tho ohaplain of 
tho French Ambassador. The deaths on 
this occasion woro 95 in all, iuoluding 
Lady Webb, a daughter of Lady Black- 
stone, one John Halifax, a "wator-bearer;" 
a gentleman of Gray's-inn, namod Fit?- 
Garret, and several othor persons whoso 
names aro recorded in Mr. Walter Thorn - 
bury'a " Old and Now London," from 
which we learn that nearly 00 of tho 
killod wero buried in the back courtyard 
(jf tho Bishop's Polaco, Ely House, Hol- 
born. It will be remembered by tho 
readoiB of the history of tho reign of 
.Tamos I. that the fanatics of both parties, 
— both the Catholios and Protestants, had 
much to say about this terrible accidont, 
that it gaYo rise to several pamphlots, in- 
criminatory and recriminatory, and that 
tho " Fatal Vespers," aa that terrible day 
at Blaekfriars wv; sftoj. aards called, woro 
long regarded with a shudder by tho Eng- 
lish Roman Catholics. It is mora than 
probable that the priest whoso bonos woro 
disoovorod on Monday in Ely Chapel was 
tho Josuit Drury, already mcntiouod, or 
his colleague, Father Ruilgato, who lived 
in tho room below, for it is on record that 
both poriahod in tho mins. — TtOndon 
Times.

Trade is still declining, says tho Stand- 
ard, and employment slack; nor dors 
there appear any immediate prospect of a 
revival. As yet tho decline of trade does 
not appear to* have affected very seriously 
tho comfort of tho working classes. Tho 
extraordinary prosperity of tho years pro- 
ceeding 1875, and ine enormous rise of 
wages, had created a wide margin between 
their ordinary wants and their actual in- 
come; and, by working more steadily and 
exorcising a little thrift and Belt denial, 
those classes of well-paid artizans who 
suffor first and most directly by tho fluc- 
tuations of trado boom to havo been able 
to avoid serious injury or privation. We 
fear, however, that except by those who 
aro always thrifty — a small minority of 
tho whoio class— little has been saved 
against tho time of lowered wages aud un- 
certain employment which might confi- 
dently havo beon foreseen aud which has 
now befallen us. There is, moreover, a 
vast body of unskilled laborers whoso in- 
comes, evon in the best times, hardly af- 
ford the moans of laying by without a 
self-denial of which few men in any class 
aro capable, There is grave reason, then, 
to apprehend that, if tbo present stato of 
things continues, heavy demands will bo 
Hindi) on tho bonoficoneo of the riolior and 
middlo classos. 

Tho mysterious dog poisoning in tho 
suburbs of London shows no signs of 
abatement; but, on tho other hand, tho 
poisoners havo extended their field of 
operations. During last week many val- 
uable animals in Honnslow foil victims. 
It is unsafe to let dogs roam about, oven 
in tho owners' grounds, and in several 
cases tho animals had not been ten yards 
away from the house. Tho rewards now 
offered amount in tho aggregate to £350, 
so that should any individual bo lucky 
enough to diseo or tho perpetrators, ho 
will bu a considerable gainer. 

The coming of ago of Sir Hickman 
Beckett Ruoon, of Tboiiock,uear Gainsbo- 
rough, who has succeeded to tho premier 
baronetcy of England, has just been cele- 
brated. On Saturday tho ancient baronial 
hall of Gainsborough was the scono of a 
banquet to tbo friends and tenants of tho 
young baronet, who occupied tho chair, 
and proposed tho loyal aud patriotic 
toasts. His health was given by Mr. E. 
Pearson, who holds tho ollloo of burgess 
consUblo of Gainsborough for Sir Hick- 
man, who is lord of the manor. Tho 
Chairman, in reply, oxprossod a wish that 
he might bo ablo to promote tho woll- 
being of hia tenants and the neighbour- 
hood.

Sir Stafford Northcoto spoke as if ho 
know that ho had au unpopular task 
before him. The longest part of his 
speech was occupied with tin elaborate 
description of the treatment appli- 
cable to the pormaraont debt of tho 
country, its temporary debt, audits 
debt incurred for the sake of local 
authorities, f * * The expenditure 
of tho year is estimated at £78,044,- 
000, the lovenuo at .£77,270,000. Tho 
dolicit.thoreforo is £774,000. Sir Staf- 
ford proposes to increaso this deficit 
by £26,000 by exempting from tho tax 
ou men-servants boys employed for a 
short timo ou casual household jobs. 
Ho supplies tho doiiciency which is 
tb.ua before him by adding a penny 
to the income tax. Sir Stafford Northcoto 
anticipate that tho additional penny 
will yield £1,800,000, only £1,480,- 
000 of which will, however, bo paid 
in the present financial year. As tho 
XI, 480,000 more than covers this dofi- 
cit'of €800,000, ho proposes to ex- 
empt tho holders of small incomes 
from idio operation of tho tax. All in- 
comes of less than £150 a yoar will 
pay no tax at all; and incomes ranging 
from X150 to £400 a year will be al- 
lowed to deduct £120 before they cal- 
culate tho tax. If it wore necessary to 
increase taxation at all, tho additional 
sum required could not, on tho whole, 
be raised so easily or so effi- 
ciently as by augmenting the in- 
come 'tax. The alternative proposal 
of an increase iu the spirit duties 
seems far less desirable. Tho in- 
elasticity of the Exciso during tho 
last twelve months affords solid 
grounds for abstaining from any ad- 
dition to the groat duties of which 
this tax mainly consists. Nor, if it 
were necessary to increase tho income 
tax, can we doubt tho propriety of 
relieving the lower class of incomes. 
Persons living on a salary of £150 a 
yoar aro not bettor off than many 
working men in receipt of daily 
wages. The only difference between 
the two classes is that ono re- 
ceives its pay once a week, tho 
other once, a quarter. The man in receipt 
of weekly wagosispr. o ically exempt from 
tho tix. In common justico it is fair to 
exempt equally the men paid by the quar- 
ter. Differences of opinion may perhaps 
exist as to the propriety of conferring 
this relief at a time when additional taxa- 
tion is necessary, but no ono can doubt 
that the relief is just, and therefore wise. 

These, however, aro very minor criti- 
cisms. They do not affect our conclusion 
that tho Chancellor of tho Exchequer's 
proposals aro sound, if tho hypothesis on 
which they are mado is objectionable. 
But it seems to us to bo a matter for se- 
rious consideration whether the hypothe- 
sis on which tho Budget is constructed 
should bo accepted. Sir Stafford North- 
coto would probably reply, and reply 
with perfect truth, that ho receives his 
estimates of rovenuo from his permanent 
advisers ; that theso estimates havo boen 
always regarded with confidence by Par 
liament, and that it would be impossible 
for him to sot tho example of rejecting 
them. But tho public, it seems to us, 
havo a right to understand the principles 
on which those gentleman act, and to 
know their reasons tor indulging in what 
looks like an excess of confidence ono 
year and an excess of caution tho next 
In 187-1-5 tho revenue of tho country 
amounted to £74,921.873; it bad exceeded 
tho Chancellor of the Exchequer's esti- 
mates by less than £500,000; yet allowing 
for the loss on tho arrears of income tax, 
credit was taken for a growth of more 
than a million. In 1875-6 the revenue 
amounted to £77,131,093 ; it exceeded the 
budget estimates by inoro than £1,000,- 
000, the largest portion of the expansion 
had taken place in the fourth quarter of 
tho year. Yet the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer's advisers practically refuse to 
believe it will expand any further. The 
only figures which the Chancellor of tho 
Exchequer gives us to justify the despon 
deaoy of his advisers relate to the Excise 
"Malt in the (last) quarter," ho says 
"fell off £104,000; railways, £58,000; 
sugar used in brewing, £5,000." Theso 
are undoubtedly very serious figures; but 
it so happens that it is possible to weigh 
tho importance of ono of tho tlireo items 
Wo know that tho railway lax is a tax oi 
tho gross passenger receipts ; and any ono 
who has followed tho traffic receipts is 
aware that the revenue from pacaong 
traffic during tho quarter which has just 
concluded, exceeded that derived from tho 
same source du-iug Oio corresponding 
portion of 1875. Nothing, then, can bo 
more certain than that tho produce of tho 
railway tax, in lieu of diminishing, must 
have increased in the quarter ; find that 
its apparent decrease must havo been due 
to some irregularity in paying tho pro- 
ceeds into the Exchequer. This single 
clrAunvstarioe sensibly diminishes the sig 
nitieanco of the inelasticity of tbo Excise, 
and increases our desire to ascertain the 
principles on which the Chancellor of tho 
Exchequer's advisors have framed his es 
timates of revenue. If it were right ti 
assume in 1875 that the revenue might bo 
relied on for a growth of moro than a mil- 
lion, why is it wrong to anticipate any 
expansion at all now ?

The Unfortunate Nobleman Kvl lend)- In. 
sane. 

The suicide of Lord Lyttelton has given 
a great shock to tho nublio mind. It hap- 
pened on Tuesday morning, but nothing 
was published on the subject until after 
tho inquest. It was known, however, to 
all who had any intimacy with the family 
that Lord Lyttelton's mental condition 
had for some timo beon a source of grave 
anxiety to those around him. He had 
long been subjoot to recurring fits of de- 
pression, and theso tended to become 
more confirmed ns time went on. A short 
time back ho lost a daughter to whom; as 
to all his children, ho was devotedly at- 
tached, and this preyed on his mind. He 
took a trip to Homo, but was obliged to 
return home very soon, and within the 
last few weeks it had been found necessa- 
ry to place him under scarcely disguised 
restraint. It is now regretted that more 
decided measuros wero not taken, for 
there can bo no doubt that at this timo ho 
was clearly mad and ought to havo been 
placed in an asylum. Unfortunately, 
through mistaken kindness, ho was al- 
lowed to remain in his house in charge of 
a keeper, who wns called an attendant. 
On Tuesday morning he begged this man 
to let him shavo himself. The man had 
the good sense to refuse, but tho demand 
for n razor ought to have put him on bis 
guard, and he should at once have taken 
precautions so that his master should 
not leave the room or oven get beyond 
reach of his hand. Lord Lyttelton, how- 
over, wheu half-shaved, got lip and walked 
up and down tho room ; thou sudden- 
ly edging toward the door, he rushed out 
and j tunped over the staircase, falling to 
tho ifoor of tho hall. Bo was taken up 
insensible aud died soon after, thy imme- 
diate cause of death being tho shock to 
the heart, although he was badly fraetor- 
ep in various parts. In order to under- 
stand tho feeling which his death has pro- 
duced, it should bo remembered that ho 
had always borne a high character as a 
cultivated, intellectual and pious man. 
Ho took a deep interest in the public edu- 
cation, and in hia own personal sphero 
was very activo in looking after tbo chil- 
dren in tho local schools and in giving 
advice to the adults. Ho was never a keen 
party man, though steadily liberal, and 
an un'ortunato thickness of voico. which 
rendered his speech almost inarticulate, 
prevonted his aspiring to bo an orator. 
But ho was a man of groat influence in 
private ways, and tho affectionate aud bro- 
ther-liko intimacy which subsisted be- 
tween him and Mr. Gladstone— Lord 
Lyttelton's first wifo was Mrs. Gladstone's 
Bistor, and Gladstone and he had beon 
oloso frionds from boyhood upward— with 
mueh similarity in their tastes nnd occu- 
pations, of course gavo him a cerlain sharo 
of moireet power while that statesman 
was in office. From another point of view 
there is a painful interest in this unfortu- 
nate nobleman's fate ns an illustration of 
tho perils which ariso from overwork 
and the intense service of the brain. 
Lord Lyttelton leaves behind a very large 
family. It has long been a common say- 
ing, "Thero is always a Lyttelton at 
Eton."

A person surrendered can In no case bo kopt in 
prison or bo brought to trial In tho State to which tho 
surrender b.,s been made, for au other crlmo, or ou 
a«eount of auy other matters, than tho«e for which 
tho extradition Bhall have taken placo. Thla stipula- 
tion does not apply to criuna committed sfter the ex- 
tradition. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

Tho requisition for extradition ahall lie mads 
through the Diplomatic. Agents of tho High Contract- 
lug Parties respectively. 

Tho revuisition for tho oxtradltlon of an accused 
poraon must be accompanied by a warrant of arrsit 
laaued by tho competent authority of the State re.
